A corporation may lease its property for 
any purpose consistent with its charter, or 
may take leases to the same extent; and 
may even by its acts, such as occupancy, 
&c., ratify the acts of its agents in leasing 
premises; but the rights of the stockholders 
of a company must not be violated in the 
making of a tease or a contract to lease. 
The covenants of a lease by a firm are joint 
and several, and each member is generally 
personally liable thereon. One partner 
may bind the firm in a lease of premises 
occupied by it. A lease taken secretly by 
one partner will be held in trust for the 
benefit of the firm. 

Each covenant in a lease belongs only to

With all of this combination of adversity 
local proprietors consider that they escaped 
luckily, and they retain a confidence seldom 
exhibited by a commercial public. It is to 
be trusted that.it is not a clean-cut ‘‘ con- 
fidence game.’’ It is well known that 
‘“‘very few people have weak eyes from 
looking on the bright side of things,’’ al- 
though Daytonians indulge liberally in the 
rosy vista of trade. 

A severe thunder storm, accompanied 
by a series of electrical flashes, struck this 
city and the immense smoke stack of the 
Seybold Machine Company's works on 
Louie street, Browntown, simultaneously 
this week. The brick stack was struck 
with great violence and almost leveled to 
the roof. What the current left standing 
was necessarily torn down by a convenient 
fire company. It is truly remarkable that 
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consequences were not more serious, for 
under the circumstances a fire was nar- 
rowly avoided, also loss of life. 

The lightning found its way through the 
stack, where its force was materially spent 
in shattering the brick, although it entered 
the shop (making its exit by the gas pipe) 
and severely injured several workmen, one 
of whom was unable to reach home un- 
assisted. A number of the employees were 
struck to the ground, falling to their knees 
in perfect horror, while three or four turned 
complete somersaults. A file in the hands 
of a workman was snatched by the force 
and carried a distance of 20 feet. In fact, 
nearly every employee was shocked and 
many fled to the streets, scarcely knowing 
what they were doing. The crash of the 
stack and the stifling smoke only added 
terror to consternation and fright.

He is succeeded by Clayton Leiter, who 
resigned as editor of the Hamilton Demo- 
crat to take charge of the S7ga/ for a year, 
with the option of purchase. 

The Democrat, in turn, will be steered 
by Chas. Alf. Williams and his brother 
‘*Tom."' The former was until recently 
managing editor of the Cincinnati Commer- 
ctal-Gasette, and is recognized as a hust- 
ling newspaper worker. Thos. M. Boyd, 
the assignee of the Louis Snider's Sons 
Company, is retained as vice-president of 
the Democrat Company. 

Hamilton is continually attempting to 
perpetuate its manufacturing interests. 
For instance, at the present time its sub- 
stantial citizens and business men are offer- 
ing extensive inducements to the Marvin- 
Hall Safe Works Company, with the hope 
that the concern will cast its lot with Ham- 
iltonians. Hamilton would then be recog- 
nized as the largest safe works centre in 
the world.

There is yet an endless amount of specu- 
lation as to the probable disposition of the 
White Paper Company's mills, which some- 
time ago passed into the hands of ex-receiver 
and bondholder H. H. Hoffman, of Cincin- 
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nati, for a sum equivalent to two-thirds of 
the appraised value. 

The mill has been in disuse, practically, 
since the transfer, and is not now 1n work- 
ing operation. The gentleman in charge, 
Albert M. Eyer, who by the way was one of 
the unfortunate stockholders, having 118 
shares of common and fifty of preferred 
stock, is unable to give definite informa- 
tion. He has had charge of affairs since 
the sale and is disposing of the business for 
the receiver. 

From a business standpoint it 
seem that an immediate reorganization is 
the practical step. But in these deep, dizzy, 
direful hours of depression, how can it be 
accomplished ? Probably this is the puzzler 
which is making Mr. Hoffman seasick.

Concerning business itself as reported 
by city jobbers there is little to be said. 
There is a constant call for paper, but the 
demand is confined to routine channels and 
the orders run small. 

Local firms which have figured up last 
month’s business state that the volume of 
trade was far below the average, and yet 
this statement may not reflect the status 
of the trade in general, as one city jobbing 
paper house claims to have had a good busi- 
ness last month. 

The firm so reporting is certainly to be 
congratulated, but as its trade is largely 
confined to the publishers of weekly papers 
and the demand for news paper has been 
very good of late, the statement can only 
reflect the movement of that grade of paper. 
Outside of news paper business has been 
very dull on the whole, although certain 
specialties may be in good demand if prices 
can be brought down to buyers’ views. 

The desire for lower prices shows itself 
constantly in the paper stock market; but, 
as foreign quotations range higher than 
the figures offered by manufacturers, sales 
of paper stock are not heavy. The sales 
which are made are in response to imme- 
diate needs only, and when the orders are 
booked it is a serious question with im- 
porters if the orders can be filled without 
loss. Such a condition of affairs is un- 
satisfactory, but importers keep pegging 


away with the hope that better conditions 


may some time prevail.

President, W. E. Ritchie, Chicago; vice- 
president, J. B. Holman, St. Louis; secre- 
tary, I. Frankenburg, Columbus, Ohio ; 
treasurer, Charles F. Wulf, Chicago; 


executive committee, R. H. Crane, Cincin- 


nati, Ohio; W. P. Holliday, Detroit, and 
George Weinhausen, Milwaukee. 
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At the present rate of cutting, both 
by lumber manufacturers and wood pulp 
people, the spruce lumber in the Adiron- 
dack forests will not last over ten year, 
The new railway lines projected and a). 
ready built through the Adirondack region 
are facilitating the cutting and removal 
spruce lumber. 

Recent changes in the New York State 
Constitution remove from market nearly 
1,000,000 acres of State forest lands, ent. 
ting upon which is now prohibited. The 
Adirondack Park limits embrace a much 
larger area, which will eventually come 
under the ownership of the State, and thus 
withdraw from the cutting of the woods- 
men. Hence the available Adirondack 
supply of spruce will grow less and less as 
the years roll by, and very soon it will be 
but a small factor in furnishing raw mate. 
rial to the pulp mill and the saw mill. 

Quite large quantities of spruce trees on 
the northern slope of the Adirondacks have 
been killed by insect pests within the las: 
few years, and much of the forest is dete. 
riorating rather than improving, even in its 
natural aspect. A somewhat singular fea- 
ture exists in the ownership of these 
forests. Probably 90 per cent. of the 
spruce is owned by lumber manufacturers, 
and not over 8 to 10 per cent. is owned by 
the wood pulp people. 

Even among the great pulp and paper 
manufacturers of Watertown, N. Y., which 
is a large producing point, the area of for- 
ests owned by the representative manufac- 
turers is very slight, and they depend 
largely upon annual purchases of wood for 
pulp. For several years they attempted to 
secure their supply of spruce pulp in 
Canada. Itcosts them from $7 to $8 per 
cord, landed at Watertown. Now they are 
almost exclusively securing their sapply 
from the Adirondacks, at a cost of $6.50 
to $7.50 per cord, delivered at Watertown. 
Other mills on the border of the Adiron- 
dack forests secure their supplies at about 
the same rates. 

It is a fact, however, that the owners of 
forests, and especially those who are well 
acquainted with the manufacture of spruce 
lumber, are not inclined to contract ahead 
more than twelve months in their sales of 
spruce wood pulp. The present owners of 
the forests feel absolutely certain that the 
price of wood pulp must advance materially 
year by year. With the large number of 
pulp and paper concerns established in 
New York State it is very evident that the 
supp?y of spruce forest in the Adirondacks 
will not hold out for many years, and they 
must look elsewhere for their supplies of 
spruce wood, 


It is estimated that there are about 
1,500,000 acres covered with more or less 
spruce growthin the Adirondack region. 
Much of this wocd is already dead, from the 
cause mentioned above. Other areas have 
been extensively cut over, and no longer 
present primeval growth, while still larger 
areas are owned and worked by the owners 
of large lumber mills, who could not afford 
to sell the wood to pulp manufacturers 
without absolutely destroying the value of 
their lumber mills. Finally the State 
reservations unexpectedly remove an im- 
mense forest area, to the disappointment 
and disgust of both pulp men and saw-mil! 
owners. 

The Adirondack spruce forest never 
yielded as many thousand feet per acre as 
the Maine and New Hampshire forests. 
The growth is more scattering and more 
mixed with hemlock and hard woods. It 
is calculated that of the 1,500,000 acres men- 
tioned above the yield would not be over 
2,500 to 3,500 feet per acre, while many of 
the New Hampshire forests will yield 10.- 
000 and 12,000 feet per acre and more, and

THE paper trade, we are glad to an- 
nounce, will be represented on the 
delegation which will visit South Amer- 
ican countries with a view to learning 
trade requirements and extending our 
commerce in that direction. This is as 
it should be. 


A SLIGHT falling off in the imports 
of paper for the month of April, com- 
pared with the same month last year, 
is shown by the monthly summary of 
the foreign commerce of the United 
States, as issued by the Treasury De- 
partment. The returns for the ten 
months of the current fiscal year show, 
however, an increase in the value 
of imports amounting to $326,961. 
There was an increase in the values of 
exports forthe month amounting to 
$44,021, and for the ten months of $400,- 
765. The value of exports of stationery 
for the ten months was $75,082 greater 
than for the same period in the preced- 
ing fiscal year. The imports of paper 
andits manufactures from June 30, 1895, 
to April 30, 1896, were $516,949 greater 
than the exports. We hope that ere 
long this condition will change. We 
ought to export more paper. 





ACCORDING to the reports published 
in the last issue of Aradstreet’s there 
was a falling off in bank clearings for 
the week ended June 4, compared with 
the week preceding, the percentage of 
decrease being 14.5. The clearings for 
May also showed a heavy reduction, 
which in the opinion of our contempo- 
rary evinces unfavorable business con- 
ditions. We are not disposed to regard 
this indication as more than temporary, 
although the reports from our corre- 
spondents this week are not of a cheer- 
ing nature. We have received from 
other and authoritative sources infor- 
mation that collections are fairly good, 
and that cash is paid in many instances. 
It may not be that the early dawn of 
renewed prosperity is at hand, but we 
are not disposed to regard the business 
situation as devoid of hopefulness. 
There is no apparent reason why ere 
long conditions shall not so change as 
to induce a more cheerful feeling. 





THE question of an export duty on 
pulp wood “ will not down” in Canada. 
The pending election across the border 
has kept this question in abeyance ; 
but it is one of the issues on which the 
vote may turn. The Canadians who 
believe in a protective tariff, not only 
on incoming but on outgoing articles of 
commerce, are making every effort to 
win, and, while we sincerely sympathize 
with their desire to conserve their man 
ufacturing interests by the imposition of 
protective import duties, we cannot see 
how. at present, any material advan- 
tage save to a few. can result from an 
export duty on.pulp wood. The ex- 
isting Government of the Dominion, 
now in the hands of the National party, 
which represents the tariff principle, 
has not so far yielded in this regard ; 
but. should it retain its position, it 
would not be at all improbable that it 
would act in accordance with the de- 
mand forsuchaduty. The leading pulp 
manufacturers of Canada appear to be 
united—as itis certainly their interest to 
be—on this issue. We doubt whether, as 
has been suggested, the practical effect 
of this policy, if carried out, will induce 
many, if any, American manufacturers 
of wood pulp to remove their plants to 
or to engage largely in the construc- 
tion of mills in Canada, in order to

enue principle, which has come to be 
distinguished as free trade, a misnomer 
in some respects, but yet sufficient to 
attract acrowd of theorists, who pinned 
their faith upon the skirts of that princi- 
ple. Newconditions have arisen. Com- 
petition from hitherto unconsidered | 
sources has been operating to cause a 
change of opinion, and to instil heretic 
doctrines into the British mind. This 
has been going on for several years and 
the sentiment for protection to indus- 
try has been growing. It was first 
developed with bated breath. but we 
may now say that the exemplar of free 
trade is ready to cast its dogma to the 
winds. only awaiting the opportunity 
to revert to the foundation principle 
of industrial prosperity and growth. 
We are prompted to these remarks by 
the recent notable utterances of a mem- 
ber of the British Government, a minis- 
ter who may be said to reflect the views 
of those with whom he is connected— 
Joseph Chamberlain, his name. On 
Tuesday last this gentleman, presiding 
and opening the session of the Congress 
of the Chambers of Commerce of the 
British Empire, forswore the shibbo- 
leth of his countrymen, and in speak- 
ing of the paramount necessity for 
commercial union between the United 
Kingdom and its dependencies ex- 
pressed the opinion that a customs 
union is most feasible, and that to 
effect this it is an essential condition 
that Great Britain shall consent to 
restore the import duties upon certain 
articles of large production in the col- 
onies—to say nothing of the products 
of Great Britain herself—such as corn, 
meat, wool, sugar, &c. This is indeed 
gravitation to original principles and 
a step in the direction toward which 
every industrial interest would seek 
to be led. The great disadvantage 
of this proposition is that it most di- 
rectly concerns the agricultural inter- 
est, while the workman whose neces- 
saries of life are derived through 
other sources is ignored and his bread 
and meat would be taxed, with no pro- 
vision for that protection which would 
enable him to meet the proposed 
changed conditions. It cannot be ex- 
pected that the manufacturers and 
artisans of Great Britain will be con- 
tent to accept this proposition without 
countervailing relief, and it follows 
therefore that they will demand and 
receive like protection should the 
policy outlined by Mr. Chamberlain be 
adopted. We really hope that this 
change will be brought about, because 
we feel assured that it will benefit 
British industries and at the same time 
confirm the principle that charity be- 
gins at home, and that home prot- ction 
is the highest requirement not only of 
the individual but of the nation.

Trade Talks. 


Mr. Bleyer, of Blever & Brothers, New 
york—The business of the general paper 
dealer is rather quiet nowadays.

He doesn't do busi- 
ness forlove. He is in it for the “ almighty 
dollar,"’ but when he cuts prices he not 
only hurts himself very much, but 
neighbors more.

We are troubled 
in the paper trade—by the reign of low 
prices, small margins of profits, and dull 
times. We are also troubled with cutting 
prices, especially on the part of certain 
brokers, who not only sell below prices, 
but take orders from a house's regular cus- 
tomer. They will, for instance, insist upon 
getting a rock bottom price, turn around 
and sell to those who have been purchasing 
of one firm for years. After doing that 
they have the audacity to ask for lowest 
prices again, that they may do the same 
thing over, and then if you complain they 
threaten that they will go elsewhere and 
buy. Now, that is hardly a fair way of 
doing business, and there has been some 
talk of attempting to put an end to it 
There are only a few who do this, but if 
they do not stop the practice those few will 
not be able to do any business at all. 
Every house in the trade will refuse to sell 
to them, and when they cannot get the 
goods they cannot fill orders, and when 
they cannot get either they will be effec- 
tually squelched. 

J. W. Butler, of the J. W. Butler Pa- 
per Company, Chicago—I\ have been visit- 
ing the mills of Vermont recently; also 
the Ticonderoga and Mechanicsville mills. 
These seem to be in a prosperous condi- 
tion, especially that of the Ticonderoga 
Pulp and Paper Company, which is put- 
ting in large improvements at a cost, I was 
informed, of $200,000. Many of the other 
mills are improving their plants likewise. 
My trip is both for pleasure and business, 
and I have enjoyed it very much. Not 
having visited New York in ten years, I 
find, of course, many changes and develop- 
ments. Everybody in the trade asks about 
the condition of the paper trade in Chi- 
cago. For the time being the political cam- 
piagn affects trade with us, as elsewhere, 
so that we may term this year a little 
‘‘ off '’ for general business, with perhaps 
an exception in favor of news paper, for 
which a greater demand is created by pres-

Since 1893 manufacturers ani 
merchants have been issuing fewer cata- 
logues, and although the catalogue business 
is yet large it has failed to keep its growth 
of late. The great trouble with the pape: 
trade is that, when there is any large 
amount of paper called for, competition 
leads to a cut in prices, so that some even 
sell at cost to get an order. The reason 
forso much mill construction and so many 
mill improvements in the face of depres. 
sion in business can be accounted for larg: 
ly by the fact that improvements in ma- 
chinery, &c., compel paper manufacturers 
to keep up with the advance of the day 
Chicago business men are hopeful; they 
are a hopeful set of men at all times, but 
more so when the agricultural outlook is 
good, as it is this year. As to the stand. 
ing of trade with us, it is good; collections 
are fair. The printers asa general rule ar 
not first-class business men, and don't dis 
count their bills: they have to be jogged 
quite often. Not so many notes are given 
as formerly, and more cash is being paid 
Of course the financial issues West are the 
same as at the East, yet in the paper trade 
I see no lowering features. The general 
outlook is good; the West is in a prosper- 
ous condition, and is likely to become 
more so.

even the Maine forests will yield an aver- 
age of 4,000 to 6,000 feet per acre. 

New Brunswick and Nova Scotia cut- 
tings of spruce will not average over 1,500 
to 2,000 feet mature trees tothe acre. Hence 
the enormous demands of the wood pulp 
industry. Upward of 800,000,000 feet 
means the cutting over at least 250,000 acres 
of average spruce forest this year, with the 
prospect of a rapid increase in future years. 

Some of the largest New York pulp mills 
have purchased areas of Canadian spruce 
growth, and are now securing their sup- 
plies from that point. The quality is not 
as good as the New York or New England 
spruce, and another grave uncertainty is 
the possibility that the Canadian Govern- 
ment will place an export duty on spruce 
logs, to protect its own forests, and more 
especially to stimulate home industries in 
pulp and paper making. We predict that 
the largest growth in the wood pulp paper 
industries will be in New Hampshire and 
Maine during the next decade. In these 
favored sections the growth of spruce is at 
its best, both in quality as well as in quan- 
tity. Valuable water powers abound and 
transportation facilities are of the best. 

Spruce lands are worth more to-day in 
many localities for pulp wood than for saw 
logs. The wood pulp men are bright and 
keen, and are securing many fine blocks of 
spruce lands at present prices, rather than 
to risk competition with the lumbermen, 
many of whom will not wake up to the 
situation until the most available and de- 
sirable spruce lands are owned by the rep- 
resentative men in the pulp and paper in- 
dustries. Within five years one-half the 
saw mills in New Hampshire now in full 
operation will be shut down for want of 
available spruce forests. The competition 
of the pulp mills is so severe as to force the 
price of spruce forest land beyond the

The government of water power for 
electric railway work has always been con- 
sidered a very difficult problem, even under 
the most favorable conditions. Many power 
plant operators where the changes in load 
are great and sudden find their government 
so uncertain and so near the danger line 
that it has been said that railways cannot 
be run successfully by water{jpower. Again, 
there are plants in which the changes are 


only a small percentage of the whole power 
of the plant, or if the changes in load are 
great they may be distributed over such 
a length of time as to allow the power to 
be readily governed. Extreme and sudden 
changes cause serious trouble.

A test of Replogle’s relay water wheel 


governor was made to show what could be 
done in the extreme cases, and it was the 
aim to have the test made under the very 
worst conditions. 
during a heavy snow storm, with fully three 
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inches of snow on the track, and the success 
in obtaining bad conditions is fully shown 
by the fact that the circuit breakers went 
out ten times during a thirty minute test. 
This of course makes instantaneous changes 
of from full load to no load. A most re- 
markable point shown is that in only one 
case did the speed rise to slightly exceed 
5 per cent. from normal. The normal volt- 
age was 550 volts, but in no case did the 
voltage reach 600, and in only one case did 
it get below 500 volts. These are the ex- 
tremes, and were due only to instantaneous 
changes of full load, and the variations in 
speed were only momentary, as will be 
noticed by consulting the tabulated test. 
The electric railway in question was that 
of the Citizens Street Railway Company, 
Fiskkill on Hudson, N. Y., connecting with 
Matteawan and Fishkill villages. There 
are seven miles of road. The maximum 
grade in this road is 8% percent. There 
are two portions, nearly one-half mile long 
each, which average about 5 per cent. 
grade. There are some short curves, and 
some of them are found on the heavy grades.

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The main line is giving a ten-minute serv- 
ice, and the suburban line an hourly serv- 
ice. At the time of the test four double- 
motor cars were in operation,using from 30 
to 50 horse power each.

The Chemistry of Lubricants. 





The function of a lubricant being to 
keep the surfaces on which it is smeared 
from coming into contact with each other, 
and at the same time to allow of their mo- 
tion relative to each other to take place with 
as little impediment as possible, it is ob- 
vious that a special class of bodies must be 
used for these purposes, having particles 
which slide easily over each other, while 
having sufficient cohesion to prevent the 
ready rupture of a film composed of them. 

A further resuit of this conception of the 
functions of a lubricant is the realization 
of the fact.that the speed with which the 
surfaces move over each other, and the 
pressure tending to force them together, 
must be considered in choosing any indi- 
vidual from the class fitted for a given 
kind of work. The logical outcome of this 
is that every different kind of bearing needs 
a different lubricant to enable it to run 
with the least friction. In practice it suf- 
fices to use a different kind of lubricant for 
each different class of bearing, even when 
the members of the class are not identical. 
The disadvantage of using a lubricant not 
absolutely the best for the bearing is more 
than compensated for by the advantage of 
having comparatively few kinds of lubri- 
cants to provide for and distribute. 

Oils may be regarded as typical lubri- 
cants. Fatty oils, that is to say, oils con- 
sisting of the glyceryl salts of acids of the 
fatty and similar series, have been almost 
exclusively used until comparatively mod- 
ern times. Since the rise of the petroleum 
industry it has been found that certain of 
the fractions obtained in distilling crude 
petroleum, which are intermediate between 
the light burning oils and the heavy pitchy 
residue, are excellent lubricants, possessing 
important properties, which give them, in 
some respects, the preference over fatty 


oils; they are, accordingly, largely pre- 
pared and used. Of solid lubricants there 
is a considerable variety, the individual 


members of which are chiefly used where 
exceptionally heavy loads are to be carried, 
or where, as in outdoor use, a cheap lubri- 
cant that will not drain or be washed away

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Boiler Heating S s Surface. 


There seems to bea great diversity 
among engineers generally and boiler mak- 
ers especially as to which is the proper 
surface to be considered as heating surface, 
the one on the fire side or the one on the 
water side, some preferring the fire side, 
some the water side, and some partly the 
fire side and partly the water side. 

As there is no established rule for the 
rating of the heating surface (H. S.) it 
would be well to look a little into the sub- 
ject, as a boiler with a large number of 
tubes will have its H. S. of considerable 
difference by being figured the one way or 
the other. 

Suppose we have an iron plate 15 feet 
10 1-16 inches wide and one-half inch thick 
and expose one of its flat surfaces to the 
heat from a fire and the other one to water, 
we will have exactly the same amount of 
H. S. whether we use the one or the other, 
or 15.84 square feet per every foot length of 
plate. If we roll the plate to acylinder we 
get 5 feet inside diameter and 5 feet 1 
inch outside diameter. In using this for a 
boiler shell with, say, half of its circum- 
ferential length exposed to the fire, we get 
for H. S.:

square feet of H. S.;if using the water side, 
and

circumference of 61.

square feet if using the fire side. This for 
every foot length of the plate would be, if 
the plate was only 10 feet long, 78.5 in the 
one case and nearly 80 square feet in the 
other. Suppose the boiler had eighty 3 inch 
tubes, the H.S. on the water side would 


be 


9.42 =x 80 
a = 62.8 


square feet, and on the fire side it would 


be 
8.74 «x 80 


12 =e 


square feet all per foot of length, 9.42 and 
8.74 being the outside and inside circum- 
ference of a 3 inch tube. 

If the heating part of the tubes were 10 
feet long we would get the values of 628 
and 583 square feet of H. S. for the same 
tube. 

A boiler of this diameter is mostly 16 feet 
long, and the H.S. in shell and tubes would 
consequently be given in round numbers as 
(7.85 + 62 8) x 16 = 1130.4, and (7.98 + 58 3) 
X 16 = 1060.5 square feet for the same boiler, 
with a difference of about 70 square feet. 
It ought, therefore, always to be stated 
whieh surface is used as H.S. It does not, 
however, alter the value of the total H. S. 
whichever surface is used, as the same 
amount of water will be evaporated, but in 
the one case each unit of H. S. is more 
effective than in the other case. This is 
quite natural. In the given example a cer- 
tain amount of heat is given off from the 
fire to 1060.5 square feet of surface. The 
heat penetrates the iron, and the same heat, 
minus what is converted into work, working 
itself, so to speak, through the plate is de- 
livered to the water from a larger surface, or 
1130.4 square feet. Thusit does not matter 
much which surface is used if it only is 
stated in connection with the H. S.; but it 
is wrong to use both surfaces for the same 
boiler as some do, using the fire surface on 
the shell and water surface on the tubes in 
a fire tube boiler, as it is somewhat mis- 
leading. 

Those who use the water surface argue 
that itis the proper surface to use, as it 
is the surface from which the water is 
heated, and the advocates of the fire sur- 
face that it is the proper, because it is the 
surface which is heated from the fire. 

What caused me te make these remarks | 
was a lecture on boilers, delivered before 
an engineering society, in which the author 
first says that the smaller surface is the 
right one to use in figuring the H. S.. be- 
cause ina fire tube boiler ‘* the fire has ac- 


cess only to ‘the small ineide | area’ * (eurtace 
probably better) ‘‘ or in a water tube boiler, 
while the fire has access to the larger out- 
side area, the smaller inside area only is 
effective in giving up the heat tothe water.’ 
This theory I consider to be wrong, accord- 
ing to previous argument. He says further 
in the same lecture : ‘‘ If we straighten out 
this portion of the boiler” (5 feet diameter, 
16 feet long) ‘‘ we should have a rectangular 
sheet 16 feet long and of a width of half the 
circumference of the boiler or

aaare this by the length and we have 
125.664 square feet in the shell.” Theoret- 
ically this is not correct. The diameter of 
a boiler means the inside diameter of the 
largest sheet and the length is measured 
from outside to outside of the heads, and 
measures never the given length by about 
1 inch, so that the tubes can be beaded or 
expanded over the heads. He means, of 
course, ‘‘ if we straightened out the inside 
surface of the sheet,” because if we straight- 
en out the sheet we would not get 
5 x 3.1416 
2 
but 
(5 + thickness of the sheet) x 3.1416 


Then we should not multiply by 16, but 
by the length of the boiler, which probably 
is 15 feet 11 inches minus twice the thickness 
of the heads. The same with regard to the 
lengths of the tubes. I know that this is 
not always done in practice ; it is therefore 
unnecessary to use 38.1416 for z, 3.14 is 
plenty. as the computed H. S. always 
will be larger than the real. If the circum- 
ference is taken from a table one decimal is 
sufficient. Then, coming to the heads, the 
author states that we get the correct length 
“ the arch comprising the segment by 

‘* passing the tape around the bottom of the 
boiler, from end to end of the arch line.” 
This is not correct either; it should be, 
around the bottom of the head. 

As a rule boiler makers use in computing 
the heating surface two-thirds of the shell. 
This will, of course, always give a too large 
H. S., as the brick work is never closed in 
to the boiler so high up. In that case 7 — 3 
ought to be enough. The shell of a boiler 
of this length is seldom made of one sheet, 
it is made of two or three. It is, therefore, 
almost impossible to figure the H. S. theo- 
retically correct, but in showing how it is 
done it ought to be shown theoretically 
correct. 

The object of this article has not been so 
much to criticise the above mentioned lec- 
ture as to show the need of some standard 
rule from which to compute the heating sur- 
face of a boiler in practical life.—Conrad 
Skarstedt in Power.

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Transmission. 


Examples are generally worked out 
by rule ; in this case, let us see what kind 
of a rule would be established upon the 
data furnished by this example. 

It pays sometimes to find out the greatest 
load that a machine, or any organ of trans- 
mission, will bear, providing you are not put 
to the expense of a new one, as a charge 
upon the gratification of your curiosity. 

Of this motive plant the location, owner- 
ship and expenses will not be noted here ; 
it being sufficient for the object in view to 
give the data and results which belong to | 
its make-up and performance. 

Let us follow the advice of the poet, 
reasoning from what we know, presuming 
not the judgment of others to scan. 

If we succeed in making this a clear case | 
of *‘ how not to doit” that much is at least 
| gained, and a note of warning sounded, 
which is all the noise we propose to make | 
at this writing. 

The case to be reported in this article is 
that of a certain Corliss engine having an 
18x36 inch —_ running 100 Rpm, and 
indicating 250 horse power. 


when cutting off at one-quarter the stroke, 
should have developed about 175 horse 
power. Within the knowledge of the re- 
porter, this engine continued running under 
the load named during a period of two 
years, but required great care and constant 
watching. 

The fly wheel pulley was 12 feet in diame- 
ter and carried an 18 inch double leather 
belt, which ran over a 5% foot diameter 
driven pulley, which was located 25 feet 
horizontally away (from centre to centre), 
its centre also 14 feet 8 inches above the 
centre of the engine shaft. 

As the top fold of the belt was the driving 
one, the slack of the lower fold was taken 
up by a 36 inch diameter tightener, applied 
near to the fly wheel. In order to find the 
tension to which each inch of width of this 
belt was subjected, from the data given, 
we have 

250 x 3.300 

121.57 

3.770 x 18 
which result gives the number of pounds 
per unit to which this belt was drawn to 
carry the power indicated. The reporter 
says that 4 feet of length was cut out of 
this belt in less than six months of such 
use. 

Now we do not know exactly what quality 
of leather was in this belt; it must have 


been pretty good, however, to stretch so} 


much and still hold on. 

The ultimate strength of belting leathers 
by test, per inch of width, varies from 507 
pounds when three-sixteenths inch thick 
to 1,250 pounds when one-quarter inch 
thick, and as double leather belts are not 
always made up from the best and thickest 
stock it would not be safe to name the 
ultimate of some doubles anywhere near 
the highest tensile given above. 

The next point to consider is the proper 
factor of efficiency for leather belts. Of 
course this is best derived from experience 
and must be based on the materials, of 
which take such examples as these: Old 
English rules for the strength of cast iron 
teeth of wheels provide for a factor of safety 
of fifteen, while modern boiler practice pro- 
tects boiler plate by a factor of safety of 
five. The first covers the uncertainty of 
strength to which castings are liable, a very 
necessary precaution with this material, 
which we all know ; the other is found safe 
in practice because of the greater certainty 
of a quality in the materials used, which 
have been proved to be nearly uniform. It 
is just here, and for good reasons, that 
leather should be grouped under the headof 
materials having even a wider range of ten- 
sional quality, to which the figure 20 would 
rationally apply and not prove too large a 
margin for safety, especially when used on 
belting of unknown quality. 

Let us illustrate this by taking the best 
material named above, and assume the belt 
in question made of two thicknesses of, say, 
8-16 inch each, and apply a factor of — 
of 20, we will then have:

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Listing Gears and Pulleys. 





There are not so many gears around 
a paper mill as formerly; but any mill- 
wright will declare even now that he has 
too many of them, They seem to be always 
breaking at the most aggravating time 
possible, and gears being a necessary evil, 
it is in order to take every precaution possi- 
ble to prevent any delay by their breaking 
or giving out. To do this it is necessary to 
take stock of the gears in the mill. Every 
gear running should be measured up and a 
drawing made of it ; all of the data should 
be entered in a book, together with the in- 
formation as to where the gear is located, 
from whom it was obtained, and where the 
patterns for a duplicate may be found. 

This being done, it is well to order dupli- 
cates at once of several of the gears in the 
mill. Have the duplicates carefully bored 
and fitted as nearly as possible, ready to go 
upon the shaft when one of the gears in use 
shall give out. By doing this the loss due 
to gear breakage will be reduced to a mini- 
mum. It is also well to list the pulleys 
around a mill in the same manner. 


THE

those the most likely to give out should be 
duplicated at once, and placed where they 
may be available at an instant’s notice. 
There are other things about the mill which 
might equally well be listed and some 
system devised whereby such machinery 
may be taken care of and promptly started 


when repairs become necessary.

Plunger Pumps. 





In erecting plunger pumps for the 
conveyance of water or semi-fluid liquids 
considerable attention should be given to 
the speed at which the pumps are to be 
driven. There are two extremes, either of 
which may be chosen or avoided by the 
mechanic: First is high speed and small 
section of pump; second, slow speed and 
large cross sectional area. 

There are circumstances under which 
either might be preferable, but in ordinary 
practice it is better to give preference to 
the slow speed and big cylinder area. Con- 
siderable work must be done in starting 
and stopping the mass of the pump and of

mass, and it takes a great deal more than 
double the power to drive a pump at double 
the speed. 

From the reasoning above it may be 
easily seen that the slow speed pump is the 
most economical. As stated, there are, 
however, circumstances where the small 
pump is the better, notably where a long 
lift of water and high forcing of the same 
render it impracticable to start and stop 
the column of water. 

This being the case, the simple high 
speed cylinder used in connection with the 
large air chamber will give an approxima- 
tion of steady flow in the pipe, which 
proves more economical than stopping and 
starting the heavy column of water. Also 
when pumping hot water or liquids near the 
boiling point, the high speed pump will 
sometimes work where the slow speed 
pump fails, owing to the evaporation which 
goes on at the surface of the liquid. Inthe 
big cylinder moving at slow speed enough 
liquid may be vaporized to fill the space 
between the liquid and plunger as fast as 
the latter increases the cubic contents of 
the cylinder.
